Deaths from Diabetes Prevented by 
Insulin 
One hundred units of insulin, to be used in 
preventing deaths from diabetic coma, will be 
distributed free of charge by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health to 
Massachusetts physicians outside of Boston. 
The distribution is made possible through the 
cooperation of Dr. Elliott P. Joslin to 
whom John D. Rockefeller, Jr., entrusted part 
of a fund for the purchase of this material. As 
Boston is already supplied with insulin, it 
will be omitted in this plan. 


insulin — “Deaths from diabetic coma are 
needless, because coma is both preventable 
and curable in the overwhelming orcas 
of cases. With the use of insulin, the outlook 
is very favorable. During 1923 and 1924 in 
the Boston hospitals 1481 diabetic cases were 
admitted, and there were dnly forty-eight 
deaths from all causes.” : : 
Every physician should have insulin on 
hand, as a case is frequently lost if the physi- 
cian’ has*to wait until the next day to ad- 
inister insulin. 
The 100-unit bottles to be distributed by 
the Department are in the nature of fate to 
show the physician the value of insulin, in 
order that he will in the future keep a supply 
on hand.

Spring Fever 

It is a well known and often observed 
fact that humans in general are very 
likely to manufacture empty praises for 
the things about them which they are 
unable to escape. Some of us brag of 
home-cooked meals and the pleasures of 
home life when what we most desire is 
highly elaborate restaurant cuisine, 
indigestive pastries, and a single room 
with bath on the Riviera. But a certain 
Spartan spirit actuates us so that we 
praise what we think ought to be 
praised and laud what we feel it would 
be sinful for us not to laud, without any 
real consideration of actual conditions. 
Hence we reassure ourselves and others 
with descriptions of Andover’s scenic 
beauties the while we are hankering 
after the flesh-pots and shop-windows of 
Tremont Street. We profess daylight- 
saving — then spend the added incre- 
ment in a stifling movie-palace. 

Country life such as we are privileged 
to enjoy needs no apology, simply 
appreciation. It asks only the recog- 
nition and the proper evaluation of ‘an 
innate desire within us all for natural 
beauty, peace, and sunshine, with an 
abundance of fragrant, fresh air. 

Kipling has extolled the sleek-bar- 
relled, smooth-rolling sea to the dispara- 
gement of the wooded hills; we would 
exalt the charms of smooth-rolling 
fields to the depreciation of pueblo city- 
dwellings. For purposes of contrast we 
omit the suburban dweller, as Kipling 
did the men who lived along the shore, 
but it is of interest to note that the 
majority of suburbanites seem to have 
moved outward from the crowded 
center rather than inward from the 
surrounding country-side. The first 


noisiest and busiest sections. With a 
partial return to santiy he moves to the 
suburbs if possible, especially if there are 
children to be reared. Vacation trips 
to the country also represent an honest 
revolt against artificiality, and the love 
of things that are natural; but it is more 
difficult to leave city for country-life 
than it is to do the reverse. 

It is hard for us to understand how 
anyone could, at this season of the year, 
prefer the city, with its tenement 
squalor, its clanging el’s, its dusty, 
smoke-laden breezes, its rumbling wag- 
ons and roaring trucks, to the open 
greenness of the fields, the smell of 
freshly-turned loam, the fragrance of 
budding orchards, and the rich songs 
of our feathered friends returning from 
their winter homes. The call of the 
flicker; the throaty, bell-like notes of 
Wilson’s thrush; the ‘‘Cree-ee-ee” of 
the red-winged black-bird; the flitting 
of the warblers to and fro; and perhaps 
a glorious glimpse of a scarlet tanager on 
the wing — are these to be compared 
with the squeaking of English sparrows 
on a leafless tree in the ‘‘down-town 
district;” the shrill of the traffic- 
officer’s whistle; the shrilling of taxi- 
cab brakes at a busy corner, and the 
ugly roar of areekingcity? It cannot be. 

There is no need for us to lament the 
lack of “entertainment” or ‘excite- 
ment” in Andover, or to feel that there 
is a half-hearted bravado due on behalf 
of the things we should enjoy. — Rather 
let us seek to know more about the 
pleasures which are within our daily 
reach and with this understanding find 
enjoyment that is not feigned. “There 
| is truth, and so is honesty.”

Teaching Parrots to Talk

ALASKA BOOSTS 
REINDEER MEAT 


Plans to Develop Market to 
Supply Consumers. 


New York.—Aluska has its eye on 
the gradual falling off in American 
beef production, and aspires to develop 
un equivalent of the once famous 
Texus steer in its own arctic reinucer. 
Charles DeWitt Brower, a» New York- 
er who has lived forty-one yeurs in 
Aluska, told a guthering ut the City 
club recently that New York city al- 
ready is taking 150,000 pounds of rein- 
deer beef a year, und predicted by the 
end of 1925 it would consume 375,000 
pounds, 

What Mr. Brower called a definitely 
estublished beef industry in the North 
rested, he said, upon herds of 300,000 
heef-bred reindeer which fatten in a 
great grass triangle as large as Texas, 
‘hose apex is Point Barrow, 200 miles 
uorth of the Arctic circle. By 1940 he 
expected 4,000,000 head. 

Nome is the packing-house center, 
and so far the meat output is only 
about large enough to meet the domes- 
tic demand, according to Mr, Brower. 
However, the nucleus of a future ex- 
port business is provided in the grow- 
ing New York trade, and refrigerutor 
boats are bringing beeves direct to the 
tludson river by way of Seattle and 
the Panama canal. 

The reindeer, Sunta Claus to the 
‘ontrary, has become synonymous with 
steaks and chops in the north country 
rather than sleigh bells, suid Mr. Brow- 
er. Sledging there is now done ex- 
vlusively by dogs, which could. tra- 
verse stretches reindeer could not. 

Beef possibilities of the reindeer 
vere first discovered when Dr. Shel- 
‘on Lewis, a missionary, imported 
hem from Siberia to succor the Eski- 
inos, Who were threatened with starva- 
jon by extinction of game aninals, 
he present herds have been bred up 
‘rom the 1,280 original animals brought 
over Bering sea between 1892 and 
1902. 

Reindeer calfskin furnishes what 
Mr. Brower said was the warmest fur 
for its weight in the world, especially 
favored for clothing by Eskimos and 
Chukehees, inhabitants and explorers. 
Alaskan calves, however, were too 
valuable as beef and Alaska Is arrang- 
ing to buy skins from the Russian 
Soviet In Siberia, where there is at 
present an oversupply of reindeer 
meat,

ufactured in this country in 1923 was 
valued at $1,500,000,000, an increase 
of 40 per cent over 1921, the preceding 
census year, 

The valuation as made public by 
the census bureau was given in two 
divisions. The value of products of 
establishments primarily engaged in 
women’s apparel manufacture was 
placed at $1,361,272,646. an increase 
of 39.1 per cent over 1921, while the 
value of work done in contract shops 
was $45,411,189, an increase of 3.6 per 
vent, 

Of the total production value of the 
primary industry. $504,944,206 repre 
sented skirts, suits and cloaks; $608,- 


125,272 = shirtwaists. dresses and 
blouses; $113,612.661 undergarments 
and petticoats; $130,562,723 other

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YIELDS CARVINGS 
4,200 YEARS OLD 


Priceless Monument Found in 
Ur of Chaldees. 


Philadelphia.—The finding at Ur 
of the Chaldees of a great sandstone 
sculptured stela, or monument, of King 
Ur-Engur, who ruled Babylonia in 2300 
B. C., was announced in London and 
Philadelphia. 

According to a statement issued by 
the University of Pennsylvania mu- 
seum, Sir Frederic G. Kenyon, direc- 
tor of the British museum, and Dr. 
George B. Jordon, director of the Uni- 
versity museum, which are conducting 
a joint expedition in the buried city of 
Abraham, regurd the stela as one of 
the “greatest pieces of art known to 


dition financed by the two museums, 
und the inscriptions were read by Dr. 
Leon Legrain, curator of the Baby- 
lonian section of the University mu- 
seum, who Is in Ur, 

The stela or slub is five feet wide 
and fifteen feet high, carved on both 
sides with u series of historical or sym- 
bolic scenes arranged 
bands of unequal height. 

“Aside from the artistic value,” the 
announcement sald, “its historical im- 
portance is fur reaching, as it con- 
tains pictures in stone of the building 
of the Ziggart, the tower of Ur, simi- 
lar to the tower of Bubel, several like- 
nesses of the king, Ur-Engur, the 
founder of the third dynasty of Ur, 
und the only representation of Namar, 
the moon god, ever found, 

“Prior to the discovery, it was not 
known whether this early Babylonian 
god was u person, unimal, or a symbol 
of divinity. In addition, the earliest 
representation of angels is contained 
in the marvelous carvings made by 
some unknown artist who produced 
the monument 4,200 years ago. The 
stela, In all probability, was the pride 
lived in the

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BLONDS UNABLE TO 
MAKE EXPLOSIVE 


Strange Malady Attacks Men 
at Army Plant. 


Baltimore.—The story of how four 
men faced denth in order to test a 
new explosive more deadly than TNT 
for the United States army during 
the war, was -told to the American 
Chemical society here by Dr. D. H. 
Killeffer, secretary of the New York 
section of the society. 

The explosive, which was never 
used, was known as tetranitroline and 
wus developed at the United States 
chemical laboratory at Bound Brook, 
N. J., shortly before the armistice. 
The explosive was made from dinitro- 
benzine and could be set off more 
quickly than TNT, 

But as soon as the new weapon had 
been developed and the War depatt- 
ment sent orders for large supplies, 
the plunt was threatened with a shut- 
down because of a mysterious malady 
which overcame all the workiien.

260 Rooms in Briton’s 
Home; 5 Only Needed 


London.—Sir Everard Hambro, a di- 
rector of the Bank of England, who 
died recently at the age of eighty- 
three, was owner of one of the larg 
est residences in the world, but he 
never culled it a palace or a castle, 
preferring it to be known always mere 
ly as his home. 

The Hambro London banking firm 
was known to the neighbors as Mil- 
ton abbey, getting its name from the 
fact that originally it was a monas- 
tery. It was remodeled many years 
ugo by Sir Everard and, taking In ull 
the old nooks of the ancient buildings, 
wis found to have about 260 rooms. 

Sir Everard was extremely simple 
in his tastes, and one of his favorite 
remarks to his intimate friends was 
that his home contained about 254 
rooms more than he required. 

Outside of his library, the favorite 
haunt of Sir Everard was the base- 
ment. Here he had fixed up a work- 
shop, and pussed many hours each day 
pottering with hummers and saws and 
other tools used by workers in wood. 
The banker frequently remarked that 
he had ulways, in a way, regretted 
that he had not been a cabinet-maker 
by trade. 

The Hombro London banking firm 
of which Sir Everard was the head, 
contained some of the finest financial 
traditions of the last century, The 
company assisted materially in the 
reconstruction of Tinly after the finan 
«ial disaster which overtook that coun- 
try in the days of Nupoleon,

$12.00. This ticket will be the total ex- 
pense for playing upon the courts for the 
entire season but will be subject to the fol- 
lowing restrictions: : 

It is understood that a ticket-holder may 
engage a court without charge for the pur- 
pose of playing with another ticket-holder or 
member, or an out-of-town guest.

Famine Has More Than 
Once Gripped England 


The story of famines In England has 
been a gloomy one from earliest times. 

At the beginning of the Eighth cen- 
tury a dearth, which extended to Ire- 
land, drove men to cannibalism. 

It was not until the reign of Aethel- 
red the Unreudy, however, that “such 
a famine prevailed as no man can re- 
member,” from 1005 to 1016. 

Those chroniclers who were wont to 
see bud conditions at their worst, suys 
the National Geographic Magazine, de- 
clared that half the population of the 
larger island perished. 

But it must be remembered that 
much of the mortality af this period 
was occasioned by the wars between 
Aethelred and Sweyn the Dane, the 
latter being forced by the famine to 
retire from England for a time. 

Naturally, the era following the ad- 
vent of William the Conqueror wus 
one of widespread starvation and pes- 
tilence among the English peasantry. 
During the last 30 years of the 
Eleventh century, nine were years of 
dire distress, - 

So great was the dearth in 1069 that 
the peasants of the north, unable 
longer to secure dogs and horses to 
appease their hunger, sold themselves 
into slavery in order to be fed by their 
masters, 

All the land between Durham and 
York lay waste, without Inhabitants 
or people to till the soil for nine
